Continued Examination Under 3 7 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat.

2004/0191493 and ITO ET AL 2005/1096563 and ITO ET AL 2006/0057346 and ITO ET AL 
6,720,085 and MORI ET AL '685 and HAYAKAWA ET AL 6,958,178 fail to disclose the use 
of recycled PET bottle polymer in heat-shrinkable films; BUONGIORNO ET AL '660 and 
KNEALE ET AL '212 fail to disclose heat-shrinkable films made of polyester; JP 10-138355 
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and EP 0928683 and JP 07-32351 1 and KIMMEL ET AL '128 and TSUNEKAWA ET AL '898 
and HEBRINK ET AL '515 fail to disclose heat-shrinkable films; JP 2000-282326 fail to 
disclose heat-shrinkable multilayer polyester films.
